Uaptain McCulloch 
on his vr&j up lex-rned at Bella Balla 
that a message hacl come to Mr. Kennedy 
that Na])icr had diet! vory suddenly, and 
"that the ludiuns suspected that he had 
poiBonod himself, Ou the arrival of tho 
Otter at Bella Cooln on Wednesday 
^orniDg it vim found that Napior had 
4diid on t]|ie.SOtli of JVIarnh, aud thattbero 
^mwg^nad'fbr the EQBpioion whioh the 
Indians had expressed. Mr. Duncan of 
Motlahkatlali boiiig on board and the 
body not liuviuf,' becu interred, tho Capt. 
thought it advisiiblo to hold an inquoat. 
Mr. Duncan tlioreforo impauollod tho 
following guut-loiuen on tho jury. Capt. 
MoOulloch, Ilev. W. Pollard, Meisrs, 
Elliott, Stephana, Wooda, and Quintull. 
Tho •witnfiE'?es testified that they found 
him lying doivl on the floor of hia sitting 
room on the iroriiiug of tho 30th,— bin 
medicine chest waa left open not far from 
him— a small vial was staudiug on tho 
chimnoy pioco laboUed strychnine, and a 
broken tumbler was lying near the back- 
door with a portion of strychnine remain- 
ing in it, and which had apparently been

Mr. Napier was an Englishman and 
oamo to tliia country as under fitcw- 
ard iu II. M. S. Hutloj about twolvo years 
ago. Ho was tUi^n (luito a young man, 
and not more than eiglitoon. Ho after- 
wards held tho ollieo of steward on the 
Beater,and had since heen in the employ 
.of tho Company. He was o young man of 
' great ability, and at the time of his death 
vras iu charge of tho Company's Ktoro at 
Bella Coola. His hooka wcro all balanc- 
ed to the end of March and his buisuoss 
matters appeared to bo perfectly correct. 
Several letters, addressed to his friends 
and to parties on buianess, were left ; 
. I , they had evidently heen prepared for 
the mail. A few incoherent sentences, 
written with a pencil, wore found on his 
desk, probaljly written just before ho 
, died, wliich indicated the atato of his 
mind at the tiir.o. His body had been 
placed in a colli n and after the inquest it 
was properly interred. TheBev.w. Pol- 
lard rend the l)urial service, and all felt 
''-■^^hat it was one (]f the moat aolemn and 
■' 'melancholy funerals they had over at- 
tended. Tims cloEed the history of ono 
who by hia education ami ability might 
have occupied a high and useful position 
'^n society, and been an honor and com- 
fort to hi< family; but was put down, ere 
he had ronchifd the meridian of life, by 
the use of intnxioBting liquor. — com.

Wbanqbl, Alaska, April Gth, 1875. 

Lefb Wrangel March 8tb; was six- days 
to Boundary Post; three days to Qlenora; 
thoa live days to Doase Creek, arriving 
on tbo evening of tho 22d of March. Left 
Dense Creek with mail on tho '25th at 
noon; arrived at Telegraph Creek on the 
'28tli, and at tho luouth of the lliver at 
jioon ou the 5th inat. Tho distance from 
Wrangel to Dea.so Creek by the ri.ver on 
ice, and th« Thibort I'ortago is 275-milos. 

First six days out weather very sovero 
and stormy, — some days only mode 5 or 
6 miles. Afterwards the weather cleared 
up and trayelling was good to Deise 
Crook. On the last day made forty-five 
miles. 

A severe cold snap sot in on tho 'i'id of 
Mnrch at Cassiar, when the thormomoter 
ranged -iO^ below zero, and tho next, two 
days a-i' and 30° bolow, rospootively ; 
consequently no work of any kind was 
going on. 

Angus McCallistor had returned from 
tho Doloiro country. He had not been 
successful in liiidiug any good prospects. 
Twelve or thirteen of hia party are sick 
with soarvy in thataeotion. Onlho uowa 
reaching Deaseaid was immediately diti- 
patohed to them — modiciuos, beef, vege- 
tables, &c. ; a subscription was startoil 
and tho amount of SSUO raised for the 
BUirerers. McCallistor tried to reach 
Francis Lake, but owing to ill health of 
the party tho enterprise l^yicl to be aban- 
doned. 

Men wore beginning to arrive at the 

ininos; met 460 mou on the way in, be- 
twoeu the Lake and Wrangel. Thoro 
are about 700 men in tho Upper Country 
at present, and as many moro are expect- 
ed. Nearly every man is taking in two 
or throe months' provisions. 

Turk's pack animals have wintered 
well, he losing only three." Martin & 
Hart's have also done well. The wea- 
ther, however, continues cold. Tbo snow 
is lato on the ground aud tho ico thick 
and strong on every part of the river. 

Moore's bridge of tho 1st North Fork 
of the Stickeeuat Tal Fan is nearly com- 
pleted and will bo much stronger than 
the former one*' ■ • 

Maoy accidents ooourred on tho river 
this Boason. The following casuaUiea 
liRve occurred: Austin llyau, eshau.-.tiou, 
fatal; Mrs. Miller, sovero cold, fatal; 
Johu VVadleigh, nie wound, daugeroualy 
ill; Fred Fell, paralysed, nearly recover- 
ed; M, J. Walsh, pleurisy, very ill; 
Autoin Gomez, frozoti, lose three tlcgers; 
Ah Choo, frozen, severely; B.MoLennan, 
aio wound, severely; Richard Glen, aie 
wound, nearly well. 

There is no truth in tho reports of men 
falling through tho ice and .getting 
drowned. Some foil in and got slightly 
wet, but beyond this nothing serious oo- 
OTiried in this way. 

Stioxeen River, April Ist, 1875. 

Mr. Editok; — Tho rush to Cassiar has 
already oommoucod. It is estimated that 
about boo have either pasaed or aro now 
ou the ico hauling sleds up tho river, 
bound for the diggings. The weather on 
the lower part of tUo river has been se- 
verely cola and stormy. Many suffered 
by slight frost-bites on fingers, noses, oars, 
eto.; but nothing very serious; there was 
also much suffering from snow hliuduess. 
Many mou punish themselyes very sev- 
erely by attempting too haril too heavy 
loads of provisions, 

Tho embargo of tho American Customs 
at Fort Wrangel still exists as last year. 
All miners are charged 50 ets. each for 
passing, while any articles of merchaii- 
dizohavotobe bonded at oonsidorablo 
cost and expense. The following charges 
were made last year, (as see a Bill en-

as to tho ])ossibility of drinliing tho 
water from tho pump -without e^por- 
ieiicing fatal resulta. Que gentleman 
stated that "wa-ter suoli as that from 
tlie parish pump -was very good o.KCopt 
in tho time of an epidemic." Another 
said that "ho drank a pint of it every 
night and ^row fat du il." In th(^ end 
it was decided to send a saiapla of 
the -water to Dr. Letheby to be analy- 
sed, in the hope that it may turn out 
rather less noxious than it is reported 
to bo by t.he inedioal oHicer of lioallh. 
What renders the jiuiui) ull t lio luoi-i; 
sacred in tlio eyes of its adiiurer.i is 
its position, it btiinds oloso to the 
ohurohyard wadl, and, as pointed out 
by a chemist at the meeLiug, its proK- 
imity to the burial grouud must of 
necessity cause a coutainiimtion of tho 
water, nioro es]iGoially ai-i it is fi.'ied la 
a saiuly soil, tluough which inii)uri- 
tios percolate rapidly. —"Pall Mall
